Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of claims 1-10 in the 
reply filed on 04/19/2004 is acknowledged. At the close of 
prosecution the Examiner will consider rejoining the non-elected 
claims . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly- 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

4. Regarding claims 1-10, the phrase "general" renders the 
claim indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitations 
following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See 
MPEP § 2173 .05 (d) . 
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5. Claims 2-9 refers to formula (1) but is not dependent on 
claim 1. 

6. In claims 1-10, the language "two members selected from R 9 , 
R 10 , R 11 , and Z may be bonded to each other to form a ring, 
provided that at least two rings can be formed." How does 
bonding just two members form two rings?
